week, a month, six months, a year— 
but everyone before live year's. 


"Xothinsr but a miracle will stop 


it—

Such are the views of .a man who 


is one of the country's greatest au- 
thorities 
on 
mental 
disease—Dr. 


Frankwood 13. "Williams, medical' di- 
rector of the National Committee -for 
Mental Hygiene. 
Yet - therci •is no need worrying. 


For science is making rapid strides to 
cut down the loll reaped by the in- 
roads of mental disease. 


".Many forms of mental disease are 


now curable: a -fery large proportion 
is preventable," says Dr. Williams. 
"Many of its p.-itientH recover, and 
become as well as they ever were. 


"But the disease must be caught 


in time. 
' 
'"Insanity never comes on sudden- 


ly. 
People don't go crazed by grief 


or sudden disaster. Loss of business, 
or disappointment in love do not in 
themselves make a person insane. 


"These 'sudden shocks are merely 


precipitating factors in an ailment 
that probably has been a long time, in 
development.

"The 
time to start watching this 


development is in childhood. 
Pecu- 


liarities, oddities, queerness of make- 
up should be reported to the family 
physician. 
The boy who is extreme- 


ly 'good,' who is never late' for 
Sun- 


day School, who never is^a' trial to 
his' parents. Is not necessarily a. men- 
tally healthy boy. 
To prevent a seri- 


ous maladjustment later he may need 
more attention than his young 
cou- 


sin who is the terror of the town."

bles, can take these pointers from Dr.

S.—Let them, develop 
liobbies*— 


healthful outlet *of normal persons. ' 


9.—Help 
the ' children 
maintain 


their own self-respect. . 


"A parent who gains control over 


his child by breaking its spirit," adds 
Dr. Williams, "is an unworthy parent 
and 
one who has contributed to 


making mental diseases the largest 
public health problem in the country 
today." 


One of the ;chief factors that is 


helping combat 'this 'momentous prob- 
lem, is . the change in the public at- 
.titude toward the insane victim. . 


"No longer Is it a disgrace to have 


a mental disease," says Dr. Williams.
